| Mr. E. Michener, M.P.P., returned 
{Sunday noon from the east. He, 
| with the other members of the Al- 
; berta Legislature, and a number of 
ithe representative Conservative: 
[throughout the province, numbering 
‘forty in all, held a conference with 
‘ Premier Borden and members of the 
Government. 

‘Mr. Michener reports a very satis- 
jfactory trip. Rt. Hon. Mr. Border 
‘accorded them. a splendid reception. 
:and promised the government’s earn 
‘est consideration of all the impor- 
tant questions discussed. 

Among other questions, naturali- 
zation, natural resources, reductior 
of duty on farm machinery, fostering 
of the live stock industry, and reser- 
vation of lands for higher educatior. 
in Alberta, were discussed. The fol 
lowing is a report of the staff cor- 
respondent of the Calgary Herald in 
connection with the interview : 

Ii the recommendations embodica 
in the memorandum which was pre 
sented to Premier Borden and_ the 
cabinet yesterday by the delegatior. 
of Conservative members from: Alber- 
ta find application, the interests o: 
the western provinces, and of al: 
Canada, will be materially advanced. 
Since the close of the conference yes 
terday afternvon copies of more im- 
portant resulutions presented havc 
become available, and they show 
conclusively that no selfish motives 
of political expediency were connect: 
ed with the tour to the capital ol 
the Alberta members. 

ach recommendation embraced 
somo matter of vital importance -tc 
the west and the discussion upon 
these questions between members 0: 
the cabinet and the delegates? har 
must certainly resulted in  present- 
ing the government with first , hand 
and reliable information. on western 
problems that will prove valuable .in 
the immediate future. 

One of the most vital matters tak- 
en up was that of tariffs on farm 
machinery and on this subject the 
westerners were unanimously agreed 
that lower turifls are essential to 
tnc more rapid and more easy de- 
velopment of the agricultural lands 
in the west. The consideration that 
the government has already given 
this question, together with the 
views expressed by the western menr 
bers, is likely te result in a lowering 
of these tariffs. 

INTERESTING MATTERS. 

Three other matters considered ol 
equal interest to Albertans - were 
natural resources, naturalization 
laws and their administration and 
the fostering of the live stock indus- 
try through the construction of cold 
storage plants at important termin- 
al points and the provision of prop- 
er transportation facilities for chil- 
led meats. The following resolution 
was presented to the government 
dealing with the administration of 
matural resourees by the province : 

“With respect to natural resources 
we are aware that your government 
has had many important questions 
to deal with since taking. over the 
responsibilities of government. We 
understand a comn-issioner has been 
appointed to investigate the natural 


! 


resources. 

“le recognize the necessity of a 
readjustment between the dominion 
and three western provincial govern- 
ments as a basis of negotiations. 
Wo are confident that you will deal 
justly with the three western prov- 
inces and that when the basis of 
settlement is finally consummated it 
will accord to them the same rights 
and privileges as the other provine- 
es of the dominion.” 

CHILLED MEAT INDUSTRY. 

The resolution anent the chilled 
meat industry read as follows : 

“We believe it would be in the in- 
terests of the western producer of 
stuck if the chilled meat industry 
was established by the erection of 
cold storage plantS at convenient 
centres und proper facilities provided 
fur. transportation in vold- storage. 

This system is of major  conse- 
quence to the whole dominion, for it 
has developed in the cast that 
through the monopolists of same, 
the cold storage business has been 
operated to the detriment of both 
producer and, consumer. With cold 
storage facilMlies in the hands of a 
fow men they are able to control 
both the buying and selling. ‘Govern-

ment plants would overcome these 
conditions and would. not only assure 
the vendor of meat against artificial 
market conditions, but protect the 
consamer in the same ‘way. 


NATURALIZATION LAWS. 


The resolution dealing with natar- 
alization laws and their: administra- 
cion points out an essential protec- 
cion for certain citizens when the 
vase in favor of the administration 
of naturalization laws by competent 
and responsible authorities is set 
out in the following way in the 
‘hanges in the taw annd suggests an 
affective way of making them. -The 
official statement of the case very 
‘oreibly sets forth the necessity for 
‘ormal resolution : 

“The abuse of the present system 
of naturalization more especially at 
slection times is deplorable. The 
aresent provincial system of holding 
slections with enunyerators’ lists in 
dlace of regularly prepared voters’ 
lists gives the opportunity for un- 
crugulous enumerators who are ap- 
asointed commissioners for taking 
ufidavits to naturalize many who 
are not entitled to citizenship. 


REMOVE TEMPTATIONS 


“We would suggest that the temp- 
tations to thus misuse the provinces 
‘or the present naturalization act be 
cemoved, either establishing the sys- 
tiem’ of declaration of intention as 
is,in vogue in the United States or 
by some other method which would 
sbviate this abuse and preserve the 
lignity of citizenship.”’ 

Some minor alterations in the 
iomestead regulations were also dis- 
cussed and will receive the considera 
tion of the department. 

The westerners also suggested that 
it would be greatly in the interests 
of higher education if the dominion 
sovernment would set aside a_ per- 
‘entage of the lands of Alberta, 
19w in control of the federal _ ofiice, 
or the support of higher ~ edication 
in Alberta. Such a step was con- 
sidered a reasonable one that might 
vell remain in force perpetually and 
would therefore 1n no manner com- 
licate the situation with regard to 
natural resources. 

The questions of leases remains to 
be taken up with the government.

west Land Regulations, 


Synopsis of 


Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any malo over 18 
years old, may humestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear ip 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six raonths’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm oi at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt 


quarter-section alongside his home 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 
Duties—Must reside upon the 


homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each o2 six years from date o 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
triets. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in cach of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

nesday last, January 28th. Mayor 


Carnaallen presided, with Aldermen

taken by A. ‘G. Ayres, acting 
Seerctary-Treasurer. 

The first order of business was the 
reading of applications for the posi- 
tion of stenographer to the — city, 
with combined duties of Secretary of 


Board of = Trade, Agricultural 
Society, ete. There were three as- 
pirants for this position, namely, 
L. HW. Gaetz, J. Mann and C. W. 
Arnold. Each one was dealt with 
on his merits, and on motion of 


Alderman Carswell, seconded by 
Alderman Watson, the appointment 
was given to Mr. Mann. 

A letter was read from TT. A. 
Gaetz. on behalf of the Retail 
Merchants’ Association, enclosing a 
resolution passed by that body on 
Monday afternoon, January 26th, as 
follows : 

Moved by J. M. Carseadden, sec- 
onded by R. C. MeLean—Whereas it 
is understood that the Council of 
the City of Red Deer has under con- 
sideration the methods of taxation

Mayor and Council. 

A letter was also read from A. T. 
Stephenson, City Clerk, asking to 
be released frons the duties of asses- 
sor, and his salary as Seeretary- 
Treasurer and Commissioner to be 
placed ,at $2.000 per year. 

The momentous question of how to 
raise taxes for this year was next 
brought’ forward, the Council going 
into committee of the whole. 

Alderman Coote led off the 
cussion, putting up quite a 
speech, wherein he showed himself 
to be strictly in favor of land tax- 
ation and against either improve- 
ment or business taxation of any 
kind. He maintained that to take 
off the land tax we were playing in- 
to.the hands of those who had vac- 
ant property and only held it for 
speculative purposes, as the — less 
taxes they paid the longer they could 
attord to hold and refuse to — sell, 
whereas if we put all the taxes on 
it. possible, they would be forced to 
sell or improve it. In placing a 
tax on the improvements, we were 
Placing a heavier burden on the 
shoulders of those who had been in- 
strumental in building up the city 
to its present standing, and it was 
unjust to those people.. He consider- 
ed it would be wise to allow last 
year’s assessment to stand with the 
exception of where it appeared too 
high, and in those instances he 
would faver a reduction of not more 
than 10 per cent., and he figured 
that would only bring up the = rate 
te about IT mills. and if we got off 
with that we eould consider our- 
selves doing well.

We were likely to 
have most trouble with the outside 
property, and if it was sold would 
fall back on the city. He was satis- 
ficd that most towns found the pres- 
end land taxes not feasible, and he 
thought we should have to make a 
reduction, and put on a business and 
improvement tax, but personally he 
was not in favor of an improvement 
tax exceeding 25 per cent. There 
were some expenditures they would 
be forced to face, but they may be 
controllable. He thought to assess 
land at actual value, but not above 
it. 

Alderman Lord expressed his 
lief that we were not going about 
our financing in the proper way. It 
should be possible for us to have 
enough money from arrears in taxes 
to enable us to go on without hav- 
ing to get money from the banks and 
pay interest from January to Octob- 
er for it. He believed that in keep- 
ing a tax on land we eventually forc- 
ed the holder to sell at reasonable 
prices. If we took the tax off, he 
would hold on, and the man who im- 
proved had to bear the burden. But 
he believed the business tax on ren- 
tal the most equitable, and put on 
a ten per cent. basis less would 
be paid than the merchants paid un- 
der the 1912 arrangement, and he 
read out a list of names and com- 
parisons to uphold his contention, 
and thought it the most sane way of 
taxation. 

The Council in committee at last 
agreed to a five per cent. tax on a 
rental basis as acompromise, and a 
by-law was introduced and carried 
through its several readings by 
Alderman Botterill and Lord making 
this system of taxation legal, in 
addition to the land tax in vogue 
last year.

Marking of Sheep. 

Means prevailing at present for 
‘marking sheep for the purpose of iden- 
\tification is unsatisfactory for the rea- 
son that the coal tar or pitch solu- 
tion which is made use of has a seri- 
ous effect on the wool, not only where 
the mark has been made on the hair 
‘but all that which is being put through 
the cleansing process at that time. 
Such wool brings a decreased price. 
The National Society of Agriculture 
lof France has been investigating the 
‘matter, and the report of those ap 
ipointed to do the work contains the 
following: It has been proposed to use 
aniline colors, but this is even worse, 
since the colors do not merely soil 
the fleece, but actually dye it. Other 
‘means are not lacking, notably that 
‘of tattooing the ear of the sheep. Also, 
‘a small metallic plate can be fastened 
in the ear, as is done with African 
sheep to prove that they have been 
“clavelized,” i. e., inoculated with the 
special serum which combats their 
dangerous eruptive malady, rot or 
scab. The syndical chamber of com- 
merce and industry advises the em- 
ployment of a color composed of lin- 
seed oil, essence of turpentine and 
Prussion blue or similar color. It rec- 
ommends marking on nose, forehead 
or nape of neck.

CHEAPER MONEY. 

A British financial authority writ- 
ing upon the present situation says : 
Although ‘stock market quotations 
show little sign of any general ad- 
vance—indeed if anything the tenden- 
cy is still the other way as far a: 
Canadian securities are concerned— 
there are some evidences that the 
financial position is becoming easier 
In the first place the bank rate, 
which for months past has remained 
at 5 per cent.. has been decreased to 
44 per cent., within the last few 
days. This all-important index as 
to financial tensiun is not tendered 
without good reason, and therefore 
the action of the governors of the 
Bank of England is a comforting re 
assurance that those who are. bes! 
placed to judge find the outlook fav- 
orable. In some quarters it is being 
pointed out that in the past a 
change of one-half per cent. in the 
rate has often been only the cautious 
precursor of a [ull one per cent. al- 
teration, and the belief is held that 
a further decrease to 4 per cent. may 
not be long delayed. In this connec 
tion one may rentember cheerfully 
that a decrease of the rate is not 
only an indication, but also a cause 
of ease. 

As is usual at 
financial houses have issued to thei 
clients reviews of the past year. In 
such a review the London office of 
the Credit Lyonnais remarks that 
the attitude of hesitancy which has 
been adopted by the public for 
months past must have resulted ir 
the accumulation in one form or an- 
other of an important disposable re 
serve. Further, it is urged that ‘the 
slackening of business should 
free a considerable recent 
commercial -profits and this should 
undoubtedly tend to improve the 
position of high class securities.

“DAIRY ACRES.” ~ 

While glancing over the results of 
the dairy herd competition given at 
the recent dairy convention, one 
sould not help being struck by the 
vields—7,377 pounds of milk; 214 
pounds of fat ger cow. 

During the same session a chart 
was displayed indicating that some 
dairy farms are producing very lit- 
tle milk, one was listed giving a 
yield of only 125 pounds of milk per 
acre. . 

With a dairy farm growing corn, 
oats, clover and alfalfa, and having 
pretty good pasture, it should not be 
very difficult to produce 2,000 pounds 
of milk per acre, and at the same 
time increase the fertility of the 
This system should yield an

soil. 
income of over thirty dollars 
acre instead of the insignificant aver- 
age of five dollars and seventy-nine 
‘ents, which was the average yield 
per acre cultivated including pasture 
riven officially as the average return 
rom five thousand cows in Ontario.

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PAY-ROLL FARMING: 


A Successful Mixed Farmer—The De- 
velopment of Urban Centres 


x 
»The location of manufacturing in- 
dustries in certain Western towns is 
affording a ready market for the 
diversified and perishable products of 
the mixed farmer. To-day one of the 
farmers in the C.P.R. irrigation block 
in Alberta is able to carry practically 
the entire running expenses of a big 
farm out of the proceeds from his 
dairy, poultry and garden. This diver- 
sified farmer has the advantage over 
the straight grain raiser in that he 
has many days in the year when ha 
is receiving cash in settlement for his 
produce as against only one day when 
the grain farmer sells his grain to the 
elevator. 
Pays as He Goes 

The farmer in question lives near 
Gleichen. He has spent some $2,000 
on improvements, has 125 acres in 
crop, 75 acres summer fallowed or 
broken for next year, and 70 head of 
stock. He employs two hired men, 
one all the year round, and the other 
for the summer season only. The fact 
that he favors mixed farming enables 
him to pay his way as he goes. With 
from 12 to 18 cows in milk, his aver- 
age cheque from the sale of cream 
is $110 per month. He has elght work 
horses which, besides his own use, 
have netted him $900 this past sum- 
mer. He sold in June $1,200 worth of 
hogs, and will have two more carloads 
ready for shipment in November, be- 
sides keeping the household in meat— 
no small item this, for besides his 
hired men he has had extra men 
around all summer, bullding. 

Farm and Factory Interchange 

As factory chimneys increase in 
Calgary, Medicine Hat, Hdmonton and 
elsewhere the possibilities of mixed 
farming will be still greater. Every 
new factory of any account means at 
least one hundred more mouths to be 
fed. Uniike the grain farmer, 
the mixed farmer cannot ship 
hin products over great distances 
because of their more or less perish- 
‘able nature. It is the factory worker 
and his family who must absorb the 
greater part of the products of ‘he 
mixed farmer. All economic history 
proves that the prosperity of the 
people is greater where there is a 
constant and convenient interchange 
between products of the farm and the 
factory. This is the aim of Canada's 
present trade policy, and that it is 
succeeding is borne, out by such figures 
as are quoted above, and many others 
which could be cited from other parts 
of Western and Eastern Canads. 


MiXED FARMING 


What a Graln Dealer Says About a 
Convenient Home Market 


Mr. James Carruthers of Montreal, 
one of the largest grain dealers in 
Canada, at the conclusion of his recent 
trip through the West said that the 
farmer in the West depended in the 
future for success in taking up mixed 
farming. He stated that he had 
urged this wherever he went and he 
plainly could see the danger under 
present conditions if there was a 
failure 1n the wheat crop. 

Large Packing Firms 

Mr. Carruthers said that about 
Edmonton there were many large 
packing firms and that farmers were 
beginning to raise pigs and sheep and 
cattle and use the coarser grains and 
oats in feeding them, and he said that 
it was paying them well. Mr. Car. 
ruthers stated that at present, the 
farmer was getting some protection. 

The railway companies, said Mr 
Carruthers, hare seen the importance 
in educating the farmers to take up 
mixed farming and have spent thou- 
sands of dollars on it. They under- 
stand that the good name of the coun- 
try depends on !t and that prosperity 
will follow which will attract more 
people to the country. 

With the steady development of in- 
dustrial and wholesale centres in 
Western Canada there is an increas- 
ing market for the products of mixed 
farming. Apart however from this 
convenient home market, which {fs 
steadily increasing in size, many of 
the products of mixed farming. 
through modern cold storage facil! 
ties, can be shipped advantageously 
‘to foreign countries. 


SUGAR IN THE STATES 


Reduction In Price Was Brought 
About by Competition 
_ Practically the only article of universal 
consumption that shows a big decline 
in price in the last year In the United 
States Js sugar, the cost of which is 
about 8 per cent. lower than it was 
jn 1912. Im fact the price of sugar 
has not only declined in 1918 as com- 
pared with 1912, but it is the only 
commodity in a big list on which data 


tans been secured by the United States 
murcau Gi waver statisths which 


shows a marked falling aff over a ten- 
year period. While eggs, sirloin steak, 
butter and numerous other products 
that the farmer raises and sells have 
increased very greatly in price, sugar, 
which {s a factory product, has fallen 
off. Sugar has had protection, which 
according to popular conception would 
make the reduction in its price all the 
more remarkable.

Reasonable ‘competition encourages 


This is the {deal towards 
which all protéctive policies work. 


SIR MELVIN JONES 
~ AND IMPLEMENT TARIFE 


He Belleves in Moderate, Not High 
Protection—Says the Farmer 
Is Not Handicapped 


— 


‘At the conclusion recently of his 
Annual fall inspection tour through 
the Canadian West, Sir Lyman Melvin- 
Jones, President of the Massey-Harrig 
Company, discussed the tariff ques- 
tion at Regina. Discussing the duties 
bn agricultdrual implements, he 
strongly protested against the at- 
tacks which have been made by 
the farmers of the West upon the Can- 
adian tariff on implements, declaring 
that as the ad valorem duty on these 
necessities of farm production is 
smaller than the duty on many other 
commodities—commodities which en- 
ter into the manufacture of machinery 
ronly a comparatively small propor. 
tion of the burden of protection borne 
by the settlers of the West could be 
iaid to the account of the implement 
firms, 

Competition Lowers Prices 
“I am convinced that home com- 
petition does more to reducé prices 
than free trade can. Why! there is 
no country in the world, apart from 
the United States, where agricultura) 
implements can be bought more cheap- 
ly than in Canada. Such implements 
are dearer in Australia, South Africa, 
Germany, France and England, and 
the United States has built up ‘its 
implement industry under a tariff wall, 
The wall] is pulled down because it is 
no. longer needed. The States im- 
plement men can gain 0 more advan- 
tage from a duty on implements than 
a Newcastle coal dealer could from a 
duty on Imported coal in Great Britain, 
“The removal of the American tariff 
on implements will not affect our busi- 
ness, at least I don’t see what advan- 
tage it will be to us, and it has not 
affected us so far.” : 

Our National Well-being 
But while he declared that the 
“raw” materials of implement manu- 
facture bear heavier import duties 
than the manufactured product, Sir 
Melvin said that the total removal) of 
the duty on these raw materials, and 
of the duty on implements as weil, 
would compel the Massey-Harris Com- 
pany to remove their factory to the 
States. There they would be “nearer 
to the markets.” “I am not a high 
tariff man,” he said in conclusion. “ 
have never cast a high tariff vote, and 
do not intend to. We have to make 
up our minds, however, whether we 
want free trade and direct taxation or 
a low tariff and no direct taxation. 
For my own part, I believe a low tariff 
is well suited to the conditions pre- 
vailing in our country. Experience 
has shown that internal competition 
will do more for our consumers than 
free trade, and will finally make for 
rational well-being.” 

Stimulated Home Production 

While many of our readers will take 

exception to some of Sir Melvir's pro. 
nouncements on the much discussed 
implement duties, there is no Zain. 
saying the fact that as noted, by Sir 
Melvin agricultural implements have 
always been cheapest in the most 
highly protected country in the world, 
the United States. That is to say 
that protection has stimulated home 
production so that prices have been 
reduced to a competitive level, and 
this has resulted in the farmer on the 
North American continent purchasing 
a better implement at a lower price 
than in any other part of the world. 
Suppose the Canadian duty was wiped 
out, and admitting, for the sake of 
argument, that the purchaser of Caz. 
adian implements, would save the 
whole of the duty it wonld not add 
materially to his prosperity, while it 
would rulm his friends who do thelr

Annual Convention of 
United Farmers 


BIGGEST AND BEST EVER HELD 


_ Edmonton Next Place of Meeting 


Lethbridge, Jan. 21.—Several hun- 
dred, delegates, representing the 
17,000 members of the United Farm- 
ers of Alberta, coming from all parts 
of Alberta, from near the - Arctic 
circle to the international boundary 
on the south, were gathered in the 
Majestic theatre this morning, when 
the President, W. J. Tregillus, open- 
ed the sixth annual convention, 
which will be far the most  impor- 
tant gathering in the history of the 
organization. 

SUCCESSFUL YEAR. 

The association has just closed its 
most successful year, having financed 
and put into successful operation, 
through the assistance of the provin- 


cial government, a chain of 50 
co-operative elevators in as many 
communities throughout the  prov- 


ince, and contemplating the building 
of as many more during the coming 
session, if the fight of the progres- 
sives is won in a battle against the 
obstructionists, which promises to 
make of tomorrow's” session a 
strenuous one. . 
BACK OF SCHEME. . 

One of the big men who have had 
to do with the upbuilding of the co- 
operative elevator scheme is KE. J. 
Feeam. Associated with W. J. 
Tregillus, a millionaire farmer, of 
Calgary, and otheys, Mr. Fream , in- 
duced the provincial government to 
assist materially in the financing of 
the elevators. 

ORGANIZATION PLAN, 


The plan was to form a subsidiary 
community company in various wheat 
growing localities, the farmers sub- 
scribing 15 per cent. of the elevator 
cost in each instance and the govern- 
ment loaning 80 per cent. <A parent 
co-operative elevator company was 
organized, the officers of the United 
Farmers constituting the officers of 
the elevator company. ‘The work 
was rushed’ and within six months 


alter the formation of the company , ‘inns 


the 50 elevators were completed and, 
in operation. . 
DISAPPROVES OF FRISAM. 

A factian in the farmers’ org 
tion, led by Henry Sorenson, of the 
Strathmore local, disapproves of Mr. 
Fream in particular, and the clevat- 
or company in general, and has not 
been backward in saying so. The 
objection to Mr. Fream is that as an 
officer of the Grain Growers’ Grain 
company, of Winnipeg, with which. 
by instruction of the last convention 
of the United Farmers of Alberta, 
its subsidiary company had become 
alfiliated with, and as the secretary 
of the co-operative elevator com- 
pany of Alberta, he is serving two 
concerns, the interests of which might 
conflict, and the objection of Strath- 
more union to the ¥o-operative ele- 
vator scheme by resolution of the 
parent company is forever pledged 
against corporations and trusts, and 
that in bringing about the organiza- 
tion of the co-operative company, it 
is sanctioning a trust and thereby 
violating one of its sacred tenets. 

Tha report of the elevator commit- 
tee outlined the work of building 
the elevators and reciting the _his- 
tory of the movement since its incep- 
tion, was read at the afternoon ses- 
sion. 

MINORITY REPORT. 

Henry Sorenson, leader of the in- 
surrectionists, president of the 
Strathmore union, and a member of 
the elevator committee, stated that 
a minority report would be present- 
ed at two o'clock tomorrow alver- 
noon if the convention would constant 
to making the report the special or- 
der for that time. There were some 
objections, but ultimately a motion, 
deferring the consideration of — the 
report as requested, was adopted. 

It transpires that Sorenson was 
simply sparring for time and that the 
obstructionists have called in all 
their reservés and will make =a 
vigorous fight on the floor of the con- 


vention when the matter comes up 
tomorrow afternoon. The fight will 
probably be concentrated on Mr. 


Fream, and as he has been associat- 
ed with the organization since its 
inception and has many warm friends 


among the leaders, it is possible 
that the discussion may become 
somewhat heated. At any rate a 


most spirited session is looked — for. 
Mr. Fream came in from Calgary 
tonight, and may be invited to the 
floor of the convention. Ife is a 
fighting talker and his speech will 
undoubtedly add to the zest of the 
occasion. The day was given over 
to a resume of the year’s work and 


reports of the various offieers and 
standing committees. 
Lethbridge, Jan. 23.—The = sixth 


annual convention of the United Mar- 
mers came to an end today. In_ its 
closing hours it passed a resolution 
commending the Canadian Pacitie 
railway for the expeditious manner 
in which the grain crop was handled 
during the season just closed, and at 
the same time took up the fight for 
the farmers against the Canadian 
Pacific department of natural — re- 
sources with regard to the re-classifi- 
cation of certain lands in the west- 
ern section of the irrigated block. 
The association will endeavor to 
have the government classification 
changed from the land that can ac- 
tually be covered by water to the

President Crearer, of the Grain 
Growers’ Grain company, with which 
the Farmers’ Elevator company is 
affiliated, addressed the convention 
on the purpose of his company.

Crearar’s address was in the nature 
of a defence against the attacks 
that had been made against it by 
interests antagonistic to the clevator 
company and the Grain  Crowers’ 
Grain company. He explained that 
while his company was not a_ co- 
operative concern, it was intended 
that ultimately it should be. It was 
strictly a farmers’, he said ; nothing 
but a farmer could hold stock; the 
holdings of stock were limited to a 
value of $1000 and each stockholde: 
was entitled to one vote only, no 
matter what his holdings might be. 
He explained the theory of c-opera- 
tion as it is practised in England 
and Seotland, and the — interested 
delegates kept him onthe stage for 
fully an hour. He was asked ques- 
tions from, every angle and acquitted 
himself very well. 

Edmonton won the 1915 conven- 
tion of the farmers, the other aspir- 
ants being Calgary and Medicine 
Hat. The trend of the speeches was 
that the south had had the past 
two conventions and the north was 
due for recognition. 

Another official position was creat- 
ed before the session ended. Tt will 
be designated chief organizer, and 
the appointee will have charge of the 
comprehensive plan of expansion 
which the new directors contemplate 
inaugurating. The plan contenyplat- 
es the holding of district conventions 
in the various constituencies, in ad- 
dition to the annual provincial con- 
vention and a province wide canvas 
for new members.

} POULTRY POINTERS 


Young turkeys are of a delicate 
nature until they are fully feathered 
and have thrown out the red on their 
heads, which usually occurs at about 
three months of'age. After that they 
are hardy and may be allowed un- 
limited range at all times. 


When the, hens have the run of the 
farm, which. is common, many ard dis- 
posed to make their nests away from 
the regular buildings, says The Week- 
ly Witness. Unless they are to be 
allowed to set, much care is needed 
in locating these nests and gathering 
eggs. Indeed, it is best to confine the 
hens for a time to induce them to lay 
in the regular nests. 


Immediately after dressing, poultry 
should be placed in ice cold water 
and allowed to remain there until 
all the animal heat has left the body. 
Failure to do this is very apt to cause 
the carcases to turn green in parts 
by the time they reach their destin- 
ation. 


Once a week at least disinfect the 
drinking fountains and dishes used by 
the poultry by scalding them in: boil- 
ing water. Infectious disedses are 
spread very rapidly through feed 
troughs and drinking fountains. 

A chicken never should be eaten 
the day it is killed. The tenderest 
fresh killed chicken will be tough im- 
mediately after the animal heat has 
left the body. In about twelve hours 
however, the muscles will relax and 
it then becomes acceptable for food. 


CAUTION AT LEVEL CROSSINGS 


High Court Says Responsibility Not 
Entirely With Rallway 


— 


“Stop, Look, Listen."—In these 


‘three words might be summarized a 


tip handed out to the general public 
by Their Lordships of the Court of 
Review, in disposing of a level-cross- 
ing case at Montreal. In fact, the 
whole judgment might be condensed 
into these three words for the judges 
confirmed the finding of the lower 
court and dismissed the plaintiff’s 
action with costs. 

The case arose over an accident 
which occurred at a Papineguville 
crossing when Joseph Boyer was run 
down and killed by the Montreal- 
Ottawa train. The victim was driv- 
ing a team of horses and an empty 
rig down a steep hill leading to the 
tracks. 
struct his view, and the train was the 
regular express, with whose scheduled 
movements the victim was familiar. 
He did not notice the train until he 
was on the track and until the loco- 
motive was only a few feet away. 


The inevitable happened. He was 
mangled. The widow sued. 
Their Lordships’ ruling regarding 


the duties incumbent 
making use of level crossings might |; 
be summarized as follows: A person 
approaching a railway crossing, know- 
ing it to be such, must know, at the 
same time, that he is confronted by 
an ever present possibility of a train 
passing; he must furthermore know 
that such train has a right to pass 
such crossing—possibly as good or 
even a better right than he has to 
cross; he must know that the cross- 
ing of the train may be fraught with 
danger to himself; in the presence 
of this possible danger, common pru- 
dence, not to say common sense, ren- 
der it incumbent upon that person to 
take every precaution; if he fail to 
do this and if he run into the train— 
instead of having the train run into 
him—well,, then, so much the worse 
for the person; he alone is responsible 
for what occurs. 


GIVE CHICKENS SOUR MILK 


In Combination With Corn Forms an 
Appetizing Ration 

Bour milk is utilized in one of the 
Dest possible ways by feeding it to 
chickens. Those who think that they 
get greater returns by feeding it to 
hogs should remember that the flesh 
of chickens brings at least twice as 
much on the market as that of hogs. 

Milk and corn are both liked by 
chickens, and a proper mixture of the 
two makes one of the best and most 
appetizing rations. For the best re- 
pults the corn should be cracked and 
toaked several hours in elther sweet 
br sour skimmed milk or in butter- 
milk. The corn may be put in pails 
In the morning and tlre milk poured 
on-until the top of the corn is sub- 
merged two or three I{nches. When 
this has been absorbed more should 
be added at intervals during the day 
and the mixture will be excellent for 
feeding by night. 

A liberal supply of this ration will 
keep the chickens growing rapidly 
and insure their boing constantly 
plump and in excellent condition for 
the market. 


FUTURE OF WEST 


Bixed Farming Will Greatly Increase 
Agricultural Prosperity

, “It 18 very encouraging for those 
‘who have the best interests: of our 
‘country at heart to contemplate the 
splendid increase in the growing of 
‘oats and barley. The increased pro- 
iduction of such cFops confirms the 
fact that our people have at last 
‘awakened to the * wisdom of mixed 
farming, and to the necessity of work- 
ing twelve months of the year On the 
farm, just as business men mut do 
lin their offices.” 


MIXED FARMING 


(le the Need of the West Says Premier 
Sifton 


—_— 


Premier Sifton of Alberta who has 
been in the east lately, is reported as 
having told a Toronto newspaper man 
that mixed farming is the great need 
of:the Canadian West. In part hesaid: 

“The Western Provinces will be even 
More prosperous when the farmers go 
in for mixed farming. Our demon- 
‘atration trains are fast bringing this 
view home to the minds of the far- 
mers with conviction. 

“There is an economic reason for 
impressing this truth on the minds 
of the farmers. It is this. All grain 
farming is speculative. If weather 
conditions, and all else, remained 
calculable from year to year, grain 
farming would have no evils. But one 
year the crops are ali A No. 1; then 
‘comes a poor year; next, an average 
igood year; again a big year; then a 
failure. Under such conditions a man 
‘may be rich one year and a pauper 
janother. But if the farmers went in 
‘for mixed farming, other crops be 
‘sides grain and cattle and horses, 


there would‘be a balance of fortunes, 
jand Western farmers would always 
be in a well-to-do position, with 
othing to worry about.” 

Premier Sifton admitted that some 
of the discontent in the West was 
jaused by bad farming. “But,” he 
fsatd, “on the whole the farmers are 
satisfied with the land and with the 
olimate. Those who grouch most are 
‘the speculative farmers who want to 
‘get rich_ quick 4 and fail to do go,” 


FENCES AND GATES 


Should be Strong and Neat—Some of 
the Reasons : 

Any man who keeps stock should 
have good fences and strong gates. 
Broken-down fences and old dilapitat- 
ed gates are a constant source of an- 
noyance and danger. Many valuable 
animals are injured by broken fences 
and gates, not always by the fence or 
gate itself but by getting through the 
fence or gate into a field of grain and 
eating enough to cause bloat, or by 
strolling on to a railroad track and 
being hit by the cars. 

Perhaps the whole herd breaks 
through into a neighbors flelds and 
destroys his crops. Such things are 
mighty unpleasant, and cause bad feel- 
ing among the best of neighbors. 

Good fences and strong gates are 
cheaper than good stock and damage 
suits. Good gates and fences add to 
the permanent value of a farm. If 
& man has not sufficient pride in his 
farm to keep up his fences, economy 
should compel him to give these mat- 
ters attention. The poor gate is the 
weakest Iink in the fence. There ts 
nothing that adds more to the appear- 
ance of a farm than good, substantial 
‘gates and fences. Such appearances 
amount to hundreds ef dollara when 
selling farms.

Quite apart from their use in 
various games, playing cards are an 
interesting study from historical and 
pictorial points of view: Take first 
their numerical arrangement. Fifty- 
two cards, 365 pips or dots, and 13 
tricks, representing the weeks and 
days in the year and the lunar 
months. There are four suits, repre- 
senting four classes of people as they 
were divided at the time the pack 
of cards we now use was devised by 
the French. The “spades” stood for 
pikemen or soldiers, the “clubs” for 
clover, typifying farmers, the “dia- 
monds” for building tiles, represent- 
ing artisans, and the “hearts” for 
choirmen or eccl-siastics. The “kings” 
and “queens” at fhat time were more 
or less correct likenesses of certain 
royal and noble personages. Even in 
our modern packs it 1s said that one 
of the “queens” is a conventionalized 
portrait of “lizabeth of York, was 
was engaged to the Dauphin of France. 
The “knaves” were then the King's 
jesters, and even these cards may bo 
portraits. All the court cards, In 
fact, retain their 16-century character- 
istics. Cards are amongst the few 
things that have not changed with 
the centuries, 
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Three Million Increase

TOTAL IS $146, 786,126 AS COM- 
PARED WITH $143,213,815 IN 1913 


Red Dees Gets $35:000. 


Ottawa, Jan. 30.—The main esti- 
mates which were tabled in the 
house last night total $146,786,126 
for ordinary expenditure, as compared 
with $143,213,815"last year, or an 
increase of $3,573,312. Capital ex- 
penditure for the coming year is es- 
timated at $43,949,050, as compared 
with $59,445,353 last year, or a 
decrease of $15,494,301. The net de- 
crease on the total estimates of this 
year as compared with last year is 
$11,920,990. 

There is a considerable increase in 
the volume for agriculture, the total 
being $3,987,087, as against $38,381,- 
725 last year. 

The other chief increases in expen- 
diture are for civil government 
suksidies to the provinces, Dominion 
lands and parks, post offices and 
immigration. There are decreases in 
public works. railways and canals, 
militia and for the naval service. 

NATIONAL PROJECTS. 


Amongst the largest votes are the 
sums for the carrying on of such 
national projects as the Hudson Bay 
railway, the National Trans-Conti- 
nental, Halifax terminals, the Wel- 
land canal and the development of 
the national ports. That the Nation- 
al Transcontinental is nearing com- 
pletion is shown by the decrease in 
the vote from nineteen millions last 
year to eight millions this year. 

For terminals and elevators of the 
Hudson Bay railway there is a vote 
of 44 millions. That the new Wel- 
land canal is to be actively pushed 
forward is shown by the vote of four 
millions. Two millions was the vote 
for this last year. There is a vote 
of three millions for the Quebec 
bridge and seven and a half million 
for the Intercolonial railway. 

HARBOR IMPROVEMENTS. 


For the further completion of har- 
bor improvements now under way on 
both coasts, as well as on the Great 
Lakes, are large appropriations. For 
the commencement of Toronto harbor 
improvements there is a vote of a 
rillion. There is a million for 
Vancouver and a like amount for 
Port Arthur and Fort William. For 
a new dry dock at Quebec, another 
aside, and for the 
Halifax terminals two and a_ half 
millions are appropriated. St. John 
harbor improvements call for three 
millions. For dry docks at Walifax 
and Esquimalt there are votes of a 
quarter million cach, and there are 
also votes of half a million for 
French river improvements, _ this 
being a step in the direction of the 
Georgian Bay scheme. For Quebec 
harbor there is $750,000. 

Amongst the larger publie works 
are new departmental buildings, to 
begin which a million js set aside. 
There is half a million to start new 
federal buildings at Toronto. For the 
new customs buildings at Montreal 
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there is a vote of $850,000, and for 
Ottawa customs :iouse $750,000. 
FISHERIES VOTES. 

Amongst the fisheries vote is an 
item,of specia] intercst, being $150,- 
000 to assist in the conservation and 
development of deep sea fisheries and 
to provide for better transportation 
facilities for fresh fish. For the fish- 
eries patrol service there is an in- 
crease in the vote of $40,000. 

Among new votes issued is $40,000 
for inspection of Canadian fish. 

Other items include $10,000 to as- 
sist in suppressing the white slave 
traffic. A grant of $7,500 is included 
in the vote for defraying expenses of 
the national city planning congress 
to be held in Canada this summer. 

For the protection of the timber 
and forest reserves there is an_ in- 
crease of over $100,000, the total 
now being $660,000. 

PROVINCIAL SUBSIDIES 

The subsidies voted to the provine- 
es amount to $11,259,380. Mani- 
toba’s subsidy is decreased $49,365, 
while Alberta and Saskatchewan 
secured an increase of $141.469 and 
$158,854 respectively. Ontario’s sub- 
sidy is unchanged at $2,396,678. 

The appropristions for the naval 
servicé total $2,160,000, a decrease 
of $150,000. 

A sum of $2,104,000 will be voted 
for immigration, an increase of 
$383,550. 

The amount to be voted for militia 
and defence is $10,845,400, a slight 
decrease as compared with last year 
when the total appropriation was 
$10,917,305.

_ANNUAL MEETING 


R. B, Welliver Elected President 


The annual meeting of the Board 
of Trade was held in the City Hall 
on Thursday, January 29th, Presi- 
dent R. L. Gaetz presiding, and on 
rising to present the annual state- 
ment said he was sorry to see so 
small a number present, but pleased 
with the class of representation. He 
said we had just passed through a 
year of quictness, standing still as it 
were, and while that was not ac- 
ceptable to most people, there was 
no doubt it has had a_ steadying 
effect upon the citizenship of Cana- 
da. The land had produced more 
than ever, for while there had been 
192 million bushels produced in 1912, 
209 million had been produced in 
1913, and the prices realized for 
the crops much better, and the gap 
between imports much lessened. 
There had been a lot of money ex- 
pended on railways and construction 
had increased marvellously. Up to 


_ the present time we might say we had 


been passing through a constructive 
period, but from now on we would 
be in the productive period. He had 
been struck with some of the state 
ments made of the profits in mixed 
farming, and thought he should have 
to.go into hog raising after reading 
that $980 had been the turnover from 
one sow. He believed we should 
spread literature abroad of plain, 
truthful facts relating to the dis- 
trict and to the success attained by 
the citizens, for the simple truth 
was good enough to attract those 
who wished to come. The past year's 
work of the Board did not show any 
concrete evidence of success outside 
of experience, but it had been a very 
trying time, and a lot of hard work 
had been done, as the following 
figures would show : 

There had been 3 general meetings 
and 17 council meetings ; 1,796 cal- 
lers, 2,027 letters, all of which had 
been answered ; and 17,500 pieces of 
literature distributed; 41 farm hands 
had been placed, and they had 4,000 
lines of free advertising from various 
papers. He spoke of the good work 
done by Mrs. Markle, who had acted 
as Secretary, and would have said 
more if she had not been present. 
The time had come when they found 
it impossible to finance the work by 
voluntary subscription. Money was 
not as free as in the past, therefore 
contributions would not be as large, 
and so the work of the Board of 
Trade would be handled under a new 
system, by a good man, under the 
direct contro] of the Commissioners. 
The new legislation now in force did 
not allow cities or towns to bonus 
industries by free gifts of land, ete., 
which placed districts more upon 
their merits. . We had a good dis- 
trict here, with great resources, 
which we could hold out to intend- 
ing settlers. It was of no use to 
look to manufacturers yet ; what we 
wanted were wholesalers, and it was 
ho use expecting them until the rail- 
ways opened up east and west, and 
then we could go after them in 
earnest, and he had no fear but what 
the results would be good. He be- 
Heved we should combine our efforts 
in getting the man on to. the land ; 
and it would be a great scheme if 
we could provide a fund to purchase 
good dairy cows, and assist the man 
going on to the land within a reas- 
onable distance of the city by letting 
him have ten cows to start with, 
and he thought capitalists could be 
induced to loan money at 8 per cent. 
for this purpose. If the Board of 
Trade could do tbis one thing he 
thought it would be satisfactory for 
this year’s work. 

Mr. Gaetz received very hearty 
applause at the conclusion of his 
address.

reasons fully for doing so. 


F. W. Galbraith addressed th 
meeting on behalf of the nomi 
nating committee, and in referring 
to Mr. Cunningham he said it wa: 
almost impossible to overrate — hi: 
services to the Board, for he hac 
stepped in and done so much valu- 


able work when it was most needed, 
and he thought this meeting should 
endeavor to get Mr. Cunningham. to 
reconsider accepting the position ol 
President. and he was prepared to 
make a motion to that effect if 
necessary. 

R. L. Gaetz, I’. W. Galbraith, H. 
G. Stone and others tried their 
persuasive powers on the matter, 
even to a motion on the question. 

J. E. Cunningham said he believed 
the action of the nominating com- 
mittee a right one, and it had noth- 
ing whatever to do with his decision 
not to run for President. He had 
done his best, like others, in the 
work of the Board, and had — seen 
months ago what was coming, and 
thought it best under the  circum- 
stances that the Board of officers 
should be formed of new blood alto- 
gether, with the exception of about 
three who were fully conversant with 


the district and the work of the 
Board. He had thought of nomi- 
nating the retiring President, who 


was too good a man to lose. but he 
found provision had been nrade_ for 
retaining his valuable services, «and 
so he next turned his attention to 
F. W. Galbraith who, he thought, 
would make a good President with 
the experience he had. He did not 
wish himself to stand, but appreciat- 
ed the action of the Board, and felt 
he could not do justice to them or 


himself if he accepted the position 
after pointing out why he declined 
it. 

F. W. Galbraith also gave mang 


reasons why he could not accept the 
position for this year, and said it 
was the first public honor offered 
him that he had turned down. 

W. J. Botterill, whose name had 
heen mentioned, also declined. as he 
was a member of the Council and 
wanted to be free. 

The nominating committee thought 
it would he advisable for the meet- 
ing to nominate a President, and a 
motion was put to that effect and 
turned down. so that they had to 
retire and bring in a nomination, 
which took them practically about 
half a minute, walking into the side 
room, coming out, and handing in 
the name of R. B. Welliver. 


The ballot was next taken, and 
resulted in the following being 
elected : 


President—R. B. Welliver. 

Vice-President—T, A. Gaetz. 

Council—W. J. Botterill, R. G. 
Dawe, H. H. Gaetz, G. W. Greene, 
FE. W. Galbraith, J. Maleolm, J. 
McLennan, H. .J. Snell, F.C. White- 
house, A. Wylie. 

H. G. Stone addressed the meet- 
ing, and said all our attention would 
not be taken up with trade; it 
would chiefly lay in the direction of 
zetting settlers on the land in’ the 
vicinity of Red Deer, and, as_ the 
Saskatchewan Land Co. held so 
much land close in, he thought that 
might have had something to do 
with Mr. Cunningham not accepting 


the Presidency; personally, he 
thought he should have accepted it. 
R. B. Welliver made a very 


spirited address, starting out with 
the statement that he thought ;.J. E. 
Cunningham should have accepted 
the office because he was a valuable 
man, untiring in his efforts for the 
Board and welfare of the city. From 
this Mr. Welliver proceeded to show 
how Mr. Galbraith had turned down 
the Presidency because of the 
arduous duties he had gone through 
last year, particularly about Christ- 
mas time, a remark that set every- 
body laughing, including Mr. Gal- 
braith himself, and so they had kind- 
ly put the duty on him and he ac 
cepted it in the right spirit. He 
went on to say that he should give 
of his very best to the community, 
and it was up to us to be both push- 
ful and watchful. He had great. vis- 
ions of Red Deer’s future—if he had 
not had them, he would have pulled 
out some time ago. He believed we 
were bound to be a most important 
commercial centre, and at least a 
city of 20,000 in a very few years. 
The railways were holding back, and 
it was not right, and as far as he 
was concerned he was going to do 
his best tu rouse the citizens up on 
this matter, as it was not a square 
deal. The bonds had been sold to 
huild the railways in this district, 
and the companies should be forced 
to come through. He further out- 
lined the policy the Board — should 
take during the year, and at — the 
conclusion of his address was warm- 
ly applauded.

GRAIN GROWERS DEMAND |FACTORY ACTIVITY 


WOULD PROVE COSTLY 


What Leading Agriculturists Request- 
ed of Premier Borden—What Ex- 
periment Would Mean 


—— 


The deputation from the Grain 


Growers’ Association end the Domin- 
fon Grange laid before the Govern- 
ment last month the following fiscal 
programme which they desired to see 
realized in Canada: 


Free trade with the Empire. 

Abolition of food duties. 

Abolition of duties on agricultural 
implements, tement and lumber. 

Free trade within the Bmpire 
would strike f-om our revenues nearly 
thirty millions now collected as duties 
on goods of British origin. The exact 
bum is $29,693,000. That is a fairly 
good beginning. As to foodstuffs, 
The Toronto Star has compiled a list 
of the importations of these and the 
duties paid thereon, from which it 
appears that the value of the articles 
of this sort imported in 1912-13 was 
$54,720,000 and the duties paid 
amounted to $11,553,000. There is 
some overlapping between these two 
categories, some imports of food com- 
ing from British countries. 

The leading case is sugar, not quite 
two millions of the duties on this set 
of products being paid on goods im- 
ported from other portions of the Em- 
pire, while provisions of various sorts 
produced within the Empire are ac- 
Countable for about $350,000 of reve- 
nue. Without being too exact, two 
and a half millions of revenue from 
foodstuffs may be regarded as _ pro- 
duced by Enmpire-grown products. 
As for the other agricultural articles, 
cement, lumber and agricultural im- 
plements, the duties paid on impor- 
tations of these articles from non- 
British sources were about two and 
a half millions. 


Loss of Revenue 

, Thus the sacrifices of revenue which 
the Grain Growers demand may be 
tabulated as follows:

ricultural Implements of 
non-British origin........

This does not tell the whole tale 
for there would be a great alteration 
in the source of importations of manu- 
factures, as British goods would be 
preferred when free to foreign goods 
carrying the Nability to duty. To 
give one example, about three millions 
of revenue is due to duties on cotton 
goods coming from non-British coun- 
tries, and it may be assumed that 
so great a preference would effect a 
switching of trade which would wipe 
out much of those three millions of 
revenue. So, too, with regard to 
woollen goods. 

About a million and a half of reve- 
nue would be in jeopardy. Thus, If 
allowance is made for some measure 
of displacement there is fairly in sight 
a reduction of duty, on the basis of 
1912-13, of at least $45,000,000 of reve- 
nue. The customs duties in that year 
aggregated $1156,000,000. The propo- 
sition made to the Government is that 
these be lopped to $70,000,000 or less. 
This may be a pleasing prospect to 
enthusiastic theoretical free traders 
who long to gee the collectors of direct 
taxation approach, but there are some 
Canadians who do not’ hold these 
views. People of the ordinary sort 
will be inclined to ask how they pro- 
pose to make up the deficit.

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BRINGS PROSPERITY 


Calgary Appreciates the Value of In- 


dustrial Development to 
ulvic Welfare 


In a leading editorial last month 
the Calgary Standard expresses its be- 
lief in Calgary’s future and shows that 
it is beyond the boom town stage. 
Looking to the future the Standard 
maintains that what Calgary wants to 
make steady growth, is industries. It 
says: “Show us a city with good indus- 
tries, and we will show you a eity that 
is prosperous 2nd heaithy. It would 
seem reasonable that the industries 
most suited to a community are those 


which would bring the natural re- 
sources of that particular section into 
the markets by development, manu- 
facture, and so on. In some great 
lumber centres, saw -uills, furniture 
factories, and such like are the 
naural industries. Other iron centres 
have foundr es. Working out the same 
idea, it -vovld appear that the natural 
industry for Calgary is a flour mill. 


An Ideal Centre 


“Calgary is situated in the centre of 
the greatest wheat country the world 
has ever known. It will in a few 
weeks, hare connection with several 
additional railway lines and its ad- 
vantage to Pacific Coast connection 
makes it an ideal centre for one of 
the largest floue mills in the world. 
It is claimed by those who ‘are behind 
the propositio” backed by O. G. Deven- 
ish ond others, that the new mill 
which it is proposed to build here 
will be not only one of the largest 
and most modern in the world, but 
that it will surpass all others now in 
existence ‘n these particulars. The 
Standard feels certain that this pro- 
position, and any similar proposal, 
will have the support of all those who 
have the interests of the community 
at heart. Flour mills not only benefit 
the city; they are of immeasurable 
benefit to the farmer, and the grain- 
grower, and it is in the interests of 
these classes to support a proposition 
of this kind.” 


Regarding Free Wheat 


All who have the prosperity of the 
West in heart or mind will join in 
wishing Calgary a speedy realization 
of its ambitions to become an even 
greater industrial centre than it Is 
now. The extension of the flour in- 
dustry in the West is however likely 
to be delayed during the coming year, 
according to one of Canada’s largest 
millers by the free wheat and flour 
agitation. This miller was recently 
quoted as seying, “That if the Govern- 
ment allows flour and wheat to come 
into Canada free of duty our firm will 
not epend another dollar on a mill 
we have underway in a Western city 
nor wi we expand anywhere else in 
the West.” It may be diffiult to justfy 
this position but the faet remains that 
while there maybe many good fea- 
tures in the free wheat arrangement 
witk United States there certainly are 
many actual disadvantages for the 
milling industry. Western citles with 
milling industries wou 1 be well ad- 
vised to study this question thoroughly 
and rake their views known to the 
Governmem. Anything which affects 
the milling industry adversely will 
have a similar effect or the mixed 
farming industry. Uniess any tn 
terests are suffering great hardship: 
throught being denied free entry fo: 
wheat in United States it would sees 
well to go slowly in accepting « 
United States offer.

“FUTURE ASSURED 


Many Industrial Advertisements In One 
Western City Are Good Indication

Four new words are added to the 
English language every day, if we 
may accept the dictionaries as a stan- 
dard of measurement. During the last 
three centuries the rate of growth of

Edmonton, Jan. 29.—Bishop Henry 
Allen Gray of the new diocese of d- 
monton. This tells the result of the 
election held today in All-Saints 
church, when 80 odd members of the 
clergy and laity of the new diocese 
met to appoint their bishop of the 
newly formed diocese, which 
comprise the whole of the northern 
portion of Alberta. 

Five clergy were nominated to fill 
the position, these being successful : 
Archdeacon Gray, Rev. W. G. Boyd, 
rector of the St. Faith’s church, Kd- 
monton; Dr. Richardson, the Right 
Rev. Bishop of Fredericton, N.B.; 
Rev. Canon Webb of All-Saints and 
Rev. C. Carruthers of Holy Trinity, 
South Edmonton. 

Archdeacon Gray received 61 votes 
from the clergy and 159 from, the 
laity ; Rev. W. G. Boyd, 59 from 
the clergy and 75 trom the laity ; 
Dr. Richardson, 16 from the clergy 
and 17 from the laity. The other 
two nominations were those of Rev. 
C. Carruthers, of Holy Trinity 
church, South Edmonton, and Kev. 
Canon Webb of the  All-Saint’s 
chureh, Edmonton. 

Coming to Canada as far back as 
1886, the new bishop has seen much 
development and many changes in 
the various communities of which he 
formed a part. Arriving in the west 
in the year before named, he directed 
his cnergies toward ranching. But 
that was not his calling, for in 1892 
he. entered St. John’s college, Win- 
nipeg, and graduated at the same 
time as Bishop Richardson. 

In 1895 he was appointed 
bent of the then small parish 
Holy Trinity on the south side of 
the river, where he remained until 
being transferred to take charge in 
the capacity .of rector of All-Saint’'s 
church in March, 1897. In 1907 he 
was appointed archdeacon of Edmon- 
ton.

He pointed out 
the impossibility of his answering 
those questions and anticipating the 
budget speech of the Minister of 
Finance. ‘“But,’’ said Mr. Meighen,
